Tue Geological Survey announces that the world’s 
production of zinc spelter in 1907 was 813,842 short 
tons, against 775,871 tons in 1906. The United States 
was the only country with a large increase, having ad- 
vanced from 224,770 tons to 249,842 tons. Belgium 
produced in 1907, 170,307 tons, and Silesia, 152,611 
tons, both slight increases. 








THE jewelry trade, which is first to feel depression 
and about the last to get the benefit of returning pros- 
perity, has begun to revive. The chairman of the cus- 
toms committee of the Diamond Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation said a few days ago that for eight months 
wholesale dealers practically sold nothing, but within 
a short time the retail jewelers had started to make 
purchases, replenishing the stock that in many cases 
had been reduced to a minimum because of the caution 
and timidity that prevailed. There is no surer sign of 
prosperity than the revival of the jewelry trade. Peo- 
ple are not in the habit of buying jewelry during dull 
times, for they need their money for such necessities 
as stoves and hardware. 








THE production of denatured alcohol in the United 
States for the fiscal year ended June 30 amounted to 
7,000,000 gallons, the largest producer of denatured al- 
cohol in the country being the United States Industrial 
Alcohol Co., owned by the Distilling Company of 
America interests. In Germany the output of de- 
natured alcohol for twelve months was something like 
120,000,000 gallons, There the use of the article has been 
extended, and it is proposed in this country to increase 
the consumption by advertising the qualities of this 
character of alcohol. So far as cheapness is con- 
cerned, the cost in the United States has been reduced 
to a point where it has been made available in certain 
manufactures with a large saving in the cost of manu- 
facture. According to Washington advices, inquiries 
from the country regarding denatured alcohol have not 
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been as numerous this year as was expected. It is 
realized, however, that there is a great deal to be 
learned concerning the product. 


THE smelter production of copper in the United 
States in 1907 was 868,996,491 pounds, according to 
figures furnished by the United States Geological Sur- 
vey. As compared with the production of the preced- 
ing year, that in 1907 shows a decrease of 48,809,191 
pounds, or 5.6 per cent, the largest actual decrease 
ever reported. The principal decrease was in the three 
states of highest rank as producers of the metal. 
Montana’s production dropped from 294,701,252 
pounds in 1906 to 224,263,789 pounds in 1907. Ari- 
zona produced 256,778,437 pounds in 1907, a decrease 
of about 6,000,000 pounds, but still sufficient to place 
the state ahead of Montana and in the lead. Michigan, 
in third place as a copper producer, turned out 219,- 
131,503 pounds during the last year, a decrease of 
about 10,000,000 pounds.

courses on the subject of warm. air furnace heating 
ever delivered before any trade association. There 
are few men who are as well qualified to speak upon 
this important subject as Mr. Prizer, and certainly 
none who possess higher ideals relative to the conduct- 
ing of the warm air furnace business on honest prin- 
ciples than he. For years past Mr. Prizer has on 
numerous occasions dealt death-dealing blows to the 
malpractice that has characterized this branch of the 
trade and which has incontrovertibly been the means 
of placing the warm air furnace as a heating agent in 
an unfavorable light, for it is true that owing to the 
debasing of furnace heating by inferior products and 
improper installation, the public has been led to be 
lieve that this method of heating is inherently an un 
satisfactory and inferior one. In many instances it 
has been the altogether inadequate price of furnace 
heating with the attendant insufficient capacity and 
incorrect installation that has worked so effectively in 
bringing the warm air furnace into disrepute. Nor 
has the warm air furnace alone suffered from this 
baneful policy. Other systems notably steam and hot 
water have suffered and are st:!! suffering from the 
same cause. ‘ 

It is high time that this condition of affairs should 
end, for there never was a greater opportunity than the 
present one to place the warm air furnace in the de 
sirable position to which its superior merits entitle it. 
It cannot be disputed that it possesses a number of ad- 
vantages which other systems of heating lack. Heat- 
ing by direct radiation is condemned by every hygienic 
and sanitary test, and the most eminent authorities 
are unanimous in their opinion that there is but one 
correct and sanitary method of heating and ventilating 
a house, and that is by pouring pure warm air into it 
in sufficient volume, and to remove the colder and im- 
purer air from the rooms. 

That the interests of master sheet metal workers in 
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this heating situation are identical with the interests of 
those who own and occupy houses, was pointed out by 
Mr. Prizer in the course of his address. The sheet 
metal worker has practically no part in a direct steam 
or water job, while on the other hand the installation 
of a warm air furnace plant is a sheet metal work 
proposition. The sheet metal worker is continually 
surrounded by opportunities whereby he can raise the 
standard of warm air heating. He can take a hand 
in improving the sanitary conditions of the homes of 
the people, and at the same time advance his own in- 
terest by installing heating and ventilating plants 
which will fulfill the hygienic and practical require- 
ments of approved methods and of modern civiliza- 
tion. Such men as Charles S. Prizer are doing a 
world of good by incessantly urging sound principles 
in the warm air furnace business and with the co- 
operation of the master sheet metal workers through- 
out the country the warm air furnace will be given an 
opportunity to regain its lost prestige.

28,618 as compared with the number on 

August 5. This is a more pronounced improvement 


than took place in the preceding two weeks, and is 
the greatest reduction in the number of idle cars since 
the period ended on June 24. As a matter of fact 
however, the improvement is considerably greater than 
appears from these figures, because of a decrease of 
5,200 in the number of bad-order cars, which are not 
included in the total of surplus cars. The actual gain 
made during the two weeks ended August 19 is there- 
fore 33,818 cars, a figure which is close to the best 
fortnightly showing made since the panic of last fall. 

The previous bulletin reported a decrease of 27,059 
in the surplus cars, but also indicated that about 5,000 
cars had been added to the repair shop lists, leaving a 
net improvement of only 22,000 cars. That result was 
attributed by railroad men to the sending of cars to 
the repair shops on account of minor defects discov- 
ered on overhauling stored cars for restoration to 
service. In the following fortnight, the records of 
which are given in the latest ulletin, the influence 
of car repairing worked just the other way; that is, 
the number of the cars turned out from the repair 
shops exceeded by 5,200 the number sent in for re- 
pairs, and, therefore, increased by that many the num- 
ber fit for service. Notwithstanding this wholesale 
return of cars from the shops there was, as stated, a 
net decrease of 28,618 cars in the number standing 
idle. Hence the number in use must have increased 
by a total of 33,000. 

At 253,000, the stock of idle cars represented on 
August 19 a decrease of 160,000 cars from the maxi- 
mum reported as of April 29, which was 413,000. The 


improvement in the railroad business of the country 


since the time of extreme depression four months ago 
has drawn back into the handling of-traffic nearly 40 
per cent of the cars then idle. The decrease reported 
in the latest bulletin was distributed generally over the 
country, only one district, that embracing Montana, 
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Wyoming and Nebraska, showing an increase in idle 
cars. In this district, however, the number is so small 
that the increase may easily have been effected by 
extra heavy return of cars from the shops. In New 
York and the middle Atlantic states the reduction was 
approximately 15 per cent. In Ohio, western Penn- 
sylvania, and the surrounding territory, it was close 
to 10 per cent. In the Virginias and Carolinas the 
number of idle cats was reduced upward of 20 per 
cent. There was an equally pronounced improvement 
west of the Missouri river and south of Nebraska. 

While the railroads as yet have not felt the return of 
prosperity to as great an extent as other lines of in- 
dustry, there is every indication that as this vear’s 
crops will be enormous and diversified, the fall will see 
a reduction of tens of thousands of idle cars from the 
250,000 reported in the last railway bulletin. Un- 
precedented prosperity will be the portion of the far- 
mers everywhere throughout the country this year, 
and it follows that the railréads will share in the gen- 
eral prosperity in the course of 2 few weeks.

Hon. James Wilson, Secretary of the Department of 
Agriculture; Andrew Carnegie; and the president of 
the National Society for the Promotion of Industrial 
Education, Dr. Carroll D. Wright, former United

The plant will be moved 
to Anderson, Ind., where two acres of ground have 
been purchased.

HOW TO ADVERTISE. 


“No question has been discussed more by all classes of 
trade than the question of how to advertise, and one would 
naturally think that there is very little left to be said along 
this line that would be of any benefit or that would interest 
the hardware trade. As hardware dealers we have tried most 
of the plans that are in general use and find almost any 
plan better than none, for without it you have very little 
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chance to reach out and draw the trade, especially when you 
consider that all lines of business are advertised to-day as 
never before. 


WHAT PLAN TO ADOPT, 


“The plan to adopt depends on the class of trade and 
local surroundings, but for the average dealer in small towns 
and especially where their trade is largely with the farmers, 
we do not think there is any plan that is as effective as the 
publishing and sending out to your trade a house organ of 
your own publication. Three years ago we adopted the 
plan of publishing a house organ and advertising the vari- 
ous lines we handle, mailing same direct to our trade several 
times during the year, put up in a nice pamphlet form of 32 
pages. This has done more to increase our trade and place 
us before the public than any plan we have tried, and after 
three years of experience we would not think of changing to 
any of the plans used by us heretofore. 


ADVANTAGES OF A CATALOGUE,

if the plan is good for them, why not for us? 

“Seventh—Manufacturers and jobbers stand ready to 
help the dealer that has his own publication, by furnishing 
electrotypes, printed circulars, and rendering him genera! 
assistance. 

“Eighth—The more you push your lines by advertising, 
writing articles of interest to your trade and making your 
influence felt in the community in which you live, the larger 
your trade will become. How can you do it without a house 
organ? 

“Ninth—Nothing succeeds like success. If you have 
not already done so, try a publication of this kind and see 
how it will broaden your views and the close connection 
you will have with the manufacturers, jobbers and consumers 

HOW TO PREPARE A HOUSE ORGAN. 


“The first point to consider is what amount you are will 
ing to spend in advertising. Two per cent of the amount of 
the goods bought is the iule that many dealers have 
adopted.

than any other form of advertising.

weight not to, exceed two ounces, so that it can be mailed 
for one cent, and size not to exceed 7x9 inches, you furnish- 
ing ali the data and cuts for illustrating, should be printed, 
folded and stitched ready to mail, for $25 to $35 for the first 
thousand, and from $15 to $25 for each additional thousand. 
Where monthly publications are issued, you will find quite a 
number of advertisements, covering ice cream freezers, 
screen doors, oil stoves, gas ranges, spring and fall goods, 
that you will want to reproduce and change very little.

To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Inasmuch as we are having so many inquiries from 
merchants who seem to be vitally interested in a cata- 
logue and price list for the retail merchant to the con- 
sumer, and also in view of the fact that many mer- 
chants look at this work as almost impractical, I would 
like to convey to their minds through your journal the 
illusion that I think is somewhat exaggerated in their 
beliefs on this important subject, if you will allow me 
the space. 

First of all, let me say that I have proven 
by practice and actual demonstration that it is thor- 
oughly practical (by merchants combining and co-op- 
erating among themselves) not only to issue and dis- 
tribute a descriptive catalogue and price list to the con- 
sumer, but also to arrange with manufacturers and 
jobbers beforehand for the lines of merchandise listed 
therein. The manufacturers and jobbers are fre- 
quently willing to furnish electros and cuts of the 
goods they furnish. 

What line of goods have we taken, you ask? We 
have started in to take those lines that are universally 
used, and on which we have lost a large portion of our 
trade—such items as sewing machines, washing ma- 
chines, etc. We are also taking the lines that are ad- 
vertised extensively to the consumer through house- 
hold journals, farm journals, etc. 

If arrangements with the merchants can. be made, 
and the advertising, printing, etc., done co-operatively, 
which is the only way it can be done economically, 
what is there to prevent any merchant taking up the 
lines of goods that we have arranged for, which would 
of necessity be already advertised in our catalogues, 
folders, flyers, pamphlets, etc.? In this way we put 
the merchant on an easy road not only to present the 
merchandise to the consumer, but also to purchase the 
same on a most economical basis, as by becoming one 
of our members at $50.00 per year, payable quarterly, 
the members get all there is in. the merchandise 
handling as well as other information from time to 
time that is invaluable. 

Of course the advertising privileges can also be ob- 
tained by paying extra for actual mechanical work, 
which is about $50.00 per thousand for a 50-page cata- 
logue, a larger book costing less in proportion to the 
number of pages. Our work is all kept standing, so 
that we may add to it or change it from time to time, 


as necessity requires. 

The prices in these catalogues are well considered 
before they are established, and the cuts and descrip- 
tions are well explained, and it is surprising, even on 
sewing machines, how our trade has increased. Of 
course it must be understood that we must meet and do 
meet legitimate competition in this arrangement, from 
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whatever source. We have practical retail and whole- 
sale men on the work and we are in this work to stay. 

For two years previous to April 1 last we had sold 
but two sewing machines. Since April 1, when we be. 
gan to go after the machines and other lines of busi- 
ness, we have sold ten machines, just ordered five more 
and have good prospects in view. The fact that we 
are going after’ the trade with catalogues and prices 
is going to bring back to us the trade that rightfully 
belongs to us. Therefore everyone of us must have 
the right goods, the right price to meet existing com- 
petition, and we must let the people know it. It must 
be done. It can be done and we will continue to do 
it. We must have what belongs to us by right of our 


position as merchants.

partial to the warm-air system of heating and he is 
very anxious to try such a plant, as he believes it would 
suit his purpose better than any other form of heating 
I drew up the accompanying sketches for him and he 
seems to be quite enthusiastic over the plan. 

He wants to brick in a furnace in the basement as 
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shown in the sketch, and to enclose an open tank to 
put water in and to have a manhole, or whatever it is 
called, so that he can get in and out when necessary. 
He also wants to carry the cold air across the base- 
ment ceiling to come in at the side of the furnace. 
Instead of several warm air pipes, he wants to run 
one large one off the top and decrease it above the first 
floor. He will build his floor joists to suit the pipe 
runs, but the idea is to branch off to each room from 
the main pipe. I hardly know what to say about it, 
for it is a new thing to me, so I refer it to you. I be- 
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lieve, however, that it would be O. K., and he is ver 
anxious to try it. 
I trust that you will be able to enlighten me upon the 


matter.

To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I have been looking over plans of building for Mr. 
Callan of Duluth. There is nothing very new about 
having a single connection to furnace. Many years 
ago in New York it was customary to build one brick 
flue from sub-cellar to about two feet above the top 
floor. The furnace stood in the bottom of the flue and 
just above each floor there would be openings to each 
room through a side-wall register. On the first floor 
the openings would be to the hall and front and back 
parlors. On the other two or three stories the open- 
ings would be to the front and rear large chambers 
and hall, but they had the registers near the floor. 

When registers are placed near the ceiling the cold 
air returns must have an area equal to that of the hot 
air pipes, or the floor will be cold and the ceilings hot. 
My impression is that the outside cold air duct will 
have to be dispensed with. It is not necessary. For 
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resh air, open a window as you would have to do with 
‘t water or steam. The pipe to kitchen can be short- 
ed. ' 

In one chamber two warm air pipes are shown; one 
an be dispensed with and the other shortened. I think 
iis plan will be satisfactory if the return ducts are 
ificiently large and properly constructed. But sup- 
ose it is satisfactory, what advantage has this over 
ie usual method ?

REMOVING LIME FORMATION FROM 
FURNACE PIPES. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN ; 

I noticed in THe AMERICAN ARTISAN of August 29 
hat Melvin F. Ives, 352 Cass avenue, Grand Rapids, 
\lich., wishes to be informed of something that he can 
use’ to remove lime formation from furnace pipes 
caused by hard water, without injury to the same. 

The removing of lime incrustation from pipes, hot 
water backs, water jackets, etc., is more or less a diffi- 
cult job. Muriatic acid when used cuts the lime and 
dissolves it, but is liable to cut deep into the iron and 
to rust it. A small amount of common washing soda 
used in water after the acid has been washed out will 
neutralize the acid, but care must be taken to wash the 
soda out of the water, as soda remaining for any 
length of time will rust the pipes. The pipes or water- 
back should be filled with muriatic acid, and allowed to 
stand for several hours. Common crude oil mixed 
with the water, it is said, will have a loosening effect 
on the lime formation. The oil should be poured into 
the water, say a pint or more, and boiled until practi- 
cally all the water has been evaporated. As the level 

of the water falls the oil follows, and has a very con- 
siderable loosening action upon the lime. I am in- 
formed that a device has been put upon the market 
which will prevent the clogging-up of water-backs. 
Lime deposits can be prevented, it is said, by the use 
of oak tan bark. :

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THE WEIR PORTABLE FURNACE. 


The Meyer Furnace Co. of Peoria, IIl., are said to 
be having a very successful season with their Weir 
portable furnace, an interior view of which is shown 
herewith. This furnace is made in five sizes, and 
the manufacturers assert that it can be cased up 
quicker than any other furnace, for the front being 
complete to top ring, no cutting or piecing of iron is 
necessary. The fire-door measures 10x17 inches, 
having a capacity for large blocks of coal or wood. 
The ash-pit door is 15x16 inches, with an ash-pit 18 
inches high and full diameter of the furnace. The 
fire-pot being sectional, can be taken out 
and replaced through the feed door. with- 
out disturbing any other part of the fur- 
nace. The fire-pot is so constructed with 
channels that the air, introduced and 
heated for the purpose of promoting 
combustion, must pass around the entire 
fire-pot a number of times before it is dis- 
charged, and then in a diffusive manner 
over the entire fire. This is said to cause 
the fire to burn from the top down and 
from the circumference to the center, 
economizing fuel and giving quick re- 
sults. 

The Meyer Furnace Co. says that the 
Weir is really a double furnace. Com- 
bustion takes place in the first or main 
drum, which alone is said to possess a 
great heating surface. This drum is con- 
structed of one sheet of boiler plate, into 
which is inserted the heavy dished head, 
all riveted with heavy rivets, after which 
it is thoroughly calked until water and 
gas-tight.

The trap is so constructed as to fit into the 
upper end of a drain or sewer pipe, and is provided 
with a screen at its mouth to prevent large obstacles 
from entering the trap. It is said to be a necessity 
for the overflow drain in a cistern where the water is 
used for kitchen and drinking purposes. It is pro 
vided with an outer section with a flange on it, also 
an inner brass cone, one end having a strainer and the 
other end tapering.

There has been a check in 
the lines that have been weak during the past month, 
and both manufacturers and jobbers were firmer in 
their views, with concessions more difficult to obtain. 
Trade in the western markets, especially in the agricul- 
tural centers, is holding up well, while in the eastern 
territory business is picking up. 

The demand for wire nails continues on the increase. 
Not only is there a good call for spot goods, but some 
good-sized contracts are being placed. The bulk of the 
orders coming forward, however, are from the West. 
The mills are in receipt of heavy specifications on old 
contracts. In the local market a spasmodic demand is 
reported for small individual lots for immediate deliv- 
ery. Prices are well maintained, although unchanged. 
Cut nails continue to show a marked improvement. 
Mills are in receipt of larger orders, owing to the 
stocking up on the part of jobbers. These stocks have 
been allowed to run down to a low ebb, and a con- 
tinued good business may be expected for some 
months. The output of the mills is still somewhat cur- 
tailed, and will only be increased as the demand war- 
rants. Owing to the excellent crop conditions, a heavy 
demand for barb wire is noted from the West, mills 
being in receipt of a good volume of new business, to- 
gether with specifications on old contracts. 

The base price of wire nails at the mills is $1.95 per 
keg. The jobbing price is $2 at the mill for full car- 
loads, $2.10 at the mill for less than carloads and $2.40 
out of store. The base price of cut nails at the mill 
is $1.80 per keg. The jobbing price is $1.85 for full 
carloads at the mill, $1.95 for less than carloads at 
the mill and $2.25 out of store. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted at 
$2.13; painted barb wire, $2.28; galvanized barb wire, 
$2.58; smooth annealed wire, $1.98; smooth galvan- 
ized wire, $2.28; galvanized staples, $2.53; polished 
staples, $2.23. Quotations to retailers in car lots are 
5 cents higher and in less than car lots 15 cents higher. 


TIN PLATE. 


Many of the hot mills which suspended operations 
recently because they were ahead of the finishing de- 
partment have started up again and are making a nom- 
inal output. The American Sheet & Tin Plate Co. is 
operating at about 50 per cent of its capacity. Gal- 
vanized plates are in good request, but black plates are 
still slow. Prices are $3.89 for too-pound coke-plates 
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f. o. b, New York and $3.70 at Pittsburg mills, with

COPPER. 

There is a very firm market for ingot copper, though 
trade has been rather quiet during the past week. The 
market continues to be completely under the control ot 
the speculative element, though the larger producers 
have not been carried off their feet by the excitement, 
and are holding their product very firmly. The best 
brands of Lake copper are quoted at 14 cents, and as 
they are sold ahead producers are not showing any 
anxiety over the situation. Recovery in the trades 
using copper largely is very slow, and it will doubtless 
be some time before the market resumes its normal 
tone. At the same time, there is undoubtedly much 
interest being taken in the situation by consumers, al 
though they are not yet ready to operate very heavily 
It is reported that some of the leading producers are 
receiving bids of 14 cents for Lake and 137% cents for 
electrolytic. It is said to be impossible to get any elec 
trolytic from second hands at less than 1334 cents. 
There has been more or less fluctuation in the London 
copper market during the week, though generally 
within a narrow range. There is a very firm market 
for sheet copper, the base price being unchanged at 
18 cents. There has been no change in yellow metal, 
quotations being 17 cents for dimensions, 15 cents for 
sheathing and sheathing nails, 16 cents for slating 
nails, and 17 cents for keel and stem metal.

PIG IRON. 

In the Alabama district there is a very firm market 
for foundry pig iron, with the minimum quotation firm 
at $12.50, and some makers refusing to sell at less than 
$13. What effect the calling off of the coal strike will 
have on the iron market remains to be seen. The effect 
hitherto has been seen in curtailment and increased 
cost of production, and it would not be strange if the 
settlement of the trouble should bring about an easier 
feeling. Thus far nothing of the kind has been ce 
veloped, and there appears to be relatively more 
strength at Birmingham than with the northern fur 
naces. Trade in New England is very quiet, the large 
buyers having had their most pressing needs supplied 
for the present. The demand is for deliveries running 
through the balance of the year, as thus far there has 
been very little done in iron to be delivered in 1909. 
The furnaces are holding back on sales for forward 
delivery, as they do not care to contract with any de 
gree of freedom for delivery after the first of the year 
on anything like the present quotations. Many of the 
furnaces, especially in the South, are well supplied 
with business, and there does not seem to be any un- 
easiness over the situation, even though the market is 
temporarily showing a quiet tone. The Buffalo dis- 
trict has been selling iron quite freely in New England 
lately. Stocks are very small at the furnaces, North 
and South, and have been greatly reduced during the 
past month.
